NORTHERN Spirit striker Pablo 
Cardozo moved to within two 
goals of cracking the 100 mark 
with a stylish equaliser to give 
Northern Spirit a 2-2 draw over 
Adelaide City Force at Hindmarsh 
Stadium last Friday night. 

It was a true poacher’s goal as 
he latched onto a nod-down in the 
penalty area by Julian Watts to 
swivel and shoot with his back to 
goal in the 54th minute. 

The equaliser moved the ex- 
Sydney Olympic striker to 98 NSL 
goals and he will be hoping to 
teach the 100 mark against his 
former club at North Sydney Oval 
tonight. 

If he can reach the century he 
will become just the 14th player in 
the history of the NSL to notch 100 
goals, with current Perth Glory 
star Damian Mori the highest 
goalscorer with 172 strikes. Other 
players to notch 100 goals include 
former Socceroo and Brisbane 
Strikers Coach John Kosmina and 
Socceroos Coach Frank Farina. 

Cardozo’s goal was in total con- 
trast to Northern Spirit’s first goal 
scored by midfielder Robbie Enes, 
who launched a rocket from 30m 
that dipped and deceived 
Adelaide goalkeeper Adrian 
Cagalj in the 31st minute. 

Northern Spirit twice came from 
behind with Scott Tunbridge 
Opening the scoring in just the 5th 
minute and lain Fyfe restoring 


Adelaide’s 
minute. 

It was not the best Northern 
Spirit performance but it is a tes- 
tament to the 2001-02 side coach 
Mick Hickman has moulded 
together that it battled hard to 
salvage a point. 

Adelaide City had several 
chances to claim victory with for- 
mer Spirit striker Alex Moreira 
missing two golden opportunities 
and Lupce Acevski clearing a goal- 
bound shot right on the line. 

The Adelaide City push for a 
winner was halted in the 88th 
minute when defender Peter 
Cestic was sent off for retaliating 
to an Andrew McDermott chal- 
lenge. 

It was the first time Northern 
Spirit has ever taken any result 
away from Hindmarsh Stadium 
against Adelaide City with three 
previous visits all ending in 
defeat. 

Best for Northern Spirit was 
Robert Trajkovski, who found 
space on the right hand side of 
the 3-5-2 formation, while Enes 
played strongly in the first half. 

Two-goal hero John Hutchinson 
was forced from the field in the 
43rd minute after suffering a 
knock to the foot, handing a 
Northern Spirit debut to former 
Marconi defender Simon Bell.
